Kathleen Marden, Section Director 
for Rockingham county tried an in¬ 
novative experiment for training new 
field investigators. With the coop¬ 


eration of the sighting witnesses (her 
family members) she had NH Mufon 
Investigator trainees interview the 
witnesses in an older sighting. The 
witnesses were interviewed sepa¬ 
rately by two trainees. Then the next 
pair of trainees interviewed the same 
witness. Afterall was said and done, 
each trainee had interviewed all wit¬ 
nesses, went to the sighting area for 
an on sight investigation and each 
wrote a separate report. Then the 
reports were critiqued by the entire 
investigating group at a training ses¬ 
sion. The results were fascinating in 
that several discrepancies were found 
in each report. That is, each team 
found details the others had not. This 
points out the value of having two 
investigators at each investigation. 
One as the lead investigator asking 
the questions and the other observ¬ 
ing. Later the two can generate the 
complete report having input from 
two investigators. Unfortunately, we 
seldom have the luxury of having two 
investigators available.

Editors Note: This description is a 
composite of four reports submitted 
by the above investigators as a train¬ 
ing exercise involving a real incident. 
Each report is an outstanding ex¬ 
ample of a job well done. The wit¬ 
nesses are members of Betty Hill’s 
family and include Betty, her sister, 
and niece. Description: Five fam¬ 
ily members and a friend were driv¬ 
ing south on Newton Junction Road 
in South Kingston looking for a UFO 
that was reported to have been in the 
area. 1st Sighting: As they pro¬ 
ceeded a red light was spotted com¬ 
ing just over the treetops by those 
sitting on the right side of the car. At 
the same time others on the left side 
saw a green glowing light close to 
the ground. The driver flashed the 
lights and sounded the horn to attract 
the lights, but to no avail. They lost 
sight of these lights as the lights 
seemed to be heading toward Coun¬ 
try Pond. They continued south to¬ 
ward Country Pond. A short time 
later they stopped at a boat launch/ 
public beach on the southern shore 
of Country Pond. 2nd Sighting: 
Five of the six exited the car and 
walked out onto the frozen pond. 
Two lights were seen. One to the east 
side of the pond near rail road tracks 
the other on the eastern side just over 
large pine trees. Binoculars were 
used to view the object over the trees 
to the east. They were able to view 
the object for several minutes before 
it glided away. The object is de¬ 
scribed as Bee Hive shaped. That is 


a bottom section with red lights at 
either end and windows around the 
middle. A center section, smaller 
width, with no lights or windows and 
a third section, smaller yet and also 
with no lights or windows. In an 
effort to follow the craft they all re¬ 
turned to the car and proceeded north 
on Country Pond Road to a point 
where the car was stopped near a 
land bridge leading to a peninsula 
type area with frozen pond on either 
side of the road. Several witnesses 
went to the front of the car and were 
looking to the West out across the 
pond. 3rd Sighting: One witness 
went to the rear of the car looking 
toward the east when she observed 
a craft very close to the ice, about 
100 yards to the east of her. The craft 
was hovering and began to send a 
pencil beam of light toward the wit¬ 
ness. This beam moved at a steady 
pace toward her until it illuminated 
her entire body. She turned to see 
the beam lighting up about eight feet 
high on the trees behind her. She 
claims to have felt something when 
the beam hit her and subsequently 
found a chronic health condition to 
be cured. All witnesses returned to 
the car. The car was turned around 
and headed back toward the public 
beach again. 4th Sighting; During 
the ride back people on the drivers 
side of the car saw two landed craft 
out on the ice. When they arrived at 
the beach ^a they exited the car and 
proceeded onto the ice. Again, they 
spotted a green light in the sky. As 
they were trying to determine what 
was there, the green light headed 
toward them, stopped, descended, 
rose vertically to a high altitude and 
descended again with a falling leaf 
pattern. This display was repeated 
several times until the object de¬ 
parted. As the hour was getting late 
the witnesses elected to leave the 
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area and return home. Supporting 
documents for this sighting include 
a diary entry for that evening.
